I present  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  on  our  work 
in  1967. 

There  were  again  no  staff  changes  during  the  year,  Mr,  H.E.  Roughton 
continues  as  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Inspector,  and  is  engaged  full  time 
at  the  Bradpole  Slaughterhouse,  Mr,  K.3.  Bolt  is  the  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  and  is  employed  part  time  with  Lyme  Regis  Borough  Council 
and  x^art  time  with  Bridport  Rural  District  Council,  The  four  Y/est  Dorset 
Authorities  jointly  employ  Mr,  R,  Singleton  as  ftipil  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  he  attends  Bristol  Teclmical  College,  During  19^7  the  3rd  and  4th  year 
courses  v/ere  combined  at  the  College  when  the  coiirse  was  chariged  from  block 
release  to  sandwich  type,  Mr,  Singleton  will  therefore  complete  liis  course 
in  three  years  instead  of  the  original  four,  and  v/ill  talce  his  final

This  Act  nakes  provision  for  cor.iiuisory  removal  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and.  attention  fron  their  own  hone  co  hospital  or  other  suitable  aoconnodation. 
Such  per.sons  ha,ve  to  be  sufferi.ng  fron  grave  chronic  illness  or,being  aged, 
infirm  cr  physically  incapacitated,  arc  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  are 
unable  devote  to  themselves,  or  receive  fron  others  proper  care  and  attention. 

Several  old  persons  liing  in  the  district  were  brought  to  ny  attention 
and  therefore  visited  but  statutory  action  was  not  found  to  be  necessary. 
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T7ATER  SUPPLIES 
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Re-G-roupin^  of  Water  UndortaklnQS , 

The  original  Order  for  rc-grouping  the  West  and  Mid  Dorset  Water 
Undertakings  was  revoked  hy  a select  cocuaitteo  of  the  House  of  Commons 
in  1965*  After  considorahle  discussion  a new  draft  Poole  and  Dorset 
Water  Order  T7as  the  subjeot  of  a Public  Enquiry  in  Janaury,  1967*  This 
now  Order  covered  a much  wider  area  than  the  one  T;hich  had  been  previously 
rejected*  Subsequent  to  the  Public  Enquiry  the  Minister  has  agreed  to  the 
revised  Order  with  minor  amendments.  The  new  Water  Undertakings  will  be 
known  as  tho  Dorset  Water  Board  and  there  wore  also  some  alterations  in  the 
financial  arrangements. 

It  is  paBQihl(x  that  re-grouping  may  now  take  place  in  19^8  and  it 
is  to  bo  hoped  that  this  change  will  not  unduly  defer  improvements  to  tho 
water  supply  in  West  Dorset,  It  will  bo  seen  in  the  following  table  the 
progress  that  has  been  made  by  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  in  its  eight  years 
of  existence. 

West  Dorset  Water  Board* 


The  Water  Board  have  now  completed  the  first  six  phases  of  their 
Regional  Scheme  and  have  started  on  phase  7«  The  main  from  R,7  (North  Warren 
Hill  roseirvoir)  connecting  Melplash  to  Mangorton  and  West  Milton  was  being 
laid  at  tho  end  of  the  year*  The  construction  of  the  main  from  Broadoak  to 
Marshwood  and  R*5  (the  reservoir  at  Bettiscombe) , is  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 
Approval  is  also  being  sou^t  in  respect  of  a scheme  to  bring  the  Board's  supply 
to  Molbury  Osmond,  The  plans  for  a supply  to  Powerstock  and  Poorton  have  been 
temporarily  deferred*

Fluor 5.dat ion  of  ITater  Undertakings. 

In  1965  a circular  from  the  Ministry  of  health  ex£)ressed  the  Minister's 
hope  that  Local  Authorities  v/ould  take  steps  to  add  fluoride  to  public 
v;ater  supplies  where  these  are  naturally  deficient.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  neither  nationally  nor  locally  has  real  progress  been  made  in  the  last 
year. 


The  Rural  District  Council  have  agreed  to  support  the  County  Council 
if  they  decide  to  undertake  fluoridation  but  the  County  Council  to  date 
is  opposed  to  this  preventative  meaeure. 

Private  Mater  Supplies. 

No  further  mains  extension  of  any  note  v/as  cai’ried  out  in  the  rural 
district  by  the  West  Dorset  Water  Board  diiring  1967?  hut  considerable 
progress  v/as  made  in  respect  of  the  connection  of  dwellings  to  the  vrater 
mains  whuch  Imd  been  laid  in  I966  and  previous  years.  158  dwellings 
were  connected  during  the  yea.r,  and  by  the  31st  December  196?  77^  of  the 
dv/ellings  in  the  district  were  connected  to  the  mains  of  the  West  Dorset 
’Water  Board  and  a further  3^  connected  to  privately  owned  public  supjplies. 
The  remaining  20/o  draw  Virater  from  individual  v/ells,  springs  or  boreholes, 
whilst  in  a few  cases  rain  water  is  the  only  means  of  v;ater  supply.

Bridport  Borough  Council  and  Bridport  and  Beaminster  Rural  District 
Councils  have  a joint  scheme  for  seTjerage  of  parts  of  their  districts.  A 
pressure  pipe  line  from  Beaminster  passes  tiirough  Bridport  Rural  District  and 
v;ill  initially  talce  se'wage  from,  the  towns  of  Beaminster  and  Bridport  and 
subsequently  villages  in  both  rural  areas  will  be  linlced  to  it  in  progressive 
stages. 


The  work  on  the  miain  network  and  individual  drains  has  been  completed  for

Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  & Delivery  Veliicles  Regulations,  19<o6, 


These  Regulations  became  operative  on  1 st  January  and  lay  dovm  new  standards 
for  the  construction  of  food  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles,  and  for  the  maintainance 
of  higher  standards  of  food  hygiene.  In  some  instances  these  standards  are  higher 
than  those  which  apply  to  food  businesses  carried  on  in  permanent  premises.  For 
example,  it  is  now  obligatory  for  food  handlers  in  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles 
to  wear  clean,  washable  overdo  thing. 


There  was  at  first  some  misunderstanding  by  traders  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Regdations,  but  the  majority  had  complied  fully  v/ithin  the  first  three  months 
of  operation.

THiilst  many  of  the  food  premises  have  been  improved,  in  several 
cases  oy  major  alterations,  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  can  only  he 
ensured,  in  the  final  analysis,  hy  changing  the  habits  and  attitudes  of 
the  people  vrorking  there.  This  necessarily  takes  longer  and  can  only  be 
a.chieved  by  education,  hvery  opportunity  is  takon  to  talk  to  food  handlers, 
employers,  staff  and  members  of  the  public,  both  collectively  and  individually, 
for  tills  purpose, 

L number  of  film  shov/s  and  lectures  v/ere  given  during  19^7  to  pupils  of  the 
Coif ox  School,  and  to  kitchen  staff  of  the  various  schools  and  hospitals  in 
the  district. 

Milk  Supply, 

Since  I96I  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  use 
of  special  designation  in  connection  with  milk  was  transferred  from  the 
Council  to  the  Dorset  County  Council  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  I96O.  The  County  Council,  however,  have  continued  to  keep 
this  Council  informed  regarding  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  the  analyses 
of  these.  During  the  year  88  samples  were  taken  and  73  passed  the 
prescribed  test,  20  Dealers'  Licences  to  sell  pre-packed  milk  and  2 
Dealers'  Licences  to  sell  untreated  milk  v^ere  issued. 

Brucellosis , 

Ib/olve  milk  supplies  v/ere  also  tested  for  brucellosis#  One  hei''d 
infection  was  confirmed  and  the  farmex’  readily  co-operated  and  agreed  to 
give  up  his  retail  round  of  raw  milk  and  no  formal  action  v/as  therefore 
necessary. 


One  human  infection  was  cord’irmed  but  it  v:as  not  possible  after 
repea-ted  sampling  of  the  m.ilk  supply  to  prove  the  source  of  this  infection# 

Slaught  erhouse , 

There  is  one  licensed  privately  owned  slaughterhouse  at  Bradpole 
and  meat  is  transported  from  there  to  wholesalers  and  retailers  in  and 
outside  the  district. 

Five  employees  at  tiiis  slaughterhouse  hold  full  licences  and  one 
employee  holds  a trainee  licence,  issued  under  the  Slaughter  of  .aiimals 
Act,  1958# 

V/ithin  the  district  but  not  employed  at  the  slaughterhouse  there  are 
tv/o  other  persons  holding  full  licences. 

Meat  inspection  is  cari’ied  out  by  the  Council's  ovm  staff  and  an 
one  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  service  is  maintained.

T-ie  station  at  Jest  Street,  Bridport  came  into  operation  on  the 
I8th  September  19^7  -and  is  mainly  to  ascertain  air  pollution  arising  from 
road  vehicles.  It  v/ill  produce  figures  which  can  be  compared  with  those 
obtained  from  a similar  station  at  tho  To'.yii  Kali  which  operated  during 
1966  and  part  of  1967.

Act  were  served  during  the  3^ear,  and  v/ere  complied  with  or  had  been  made 
the  subject  of  a site  licence  application  by  the  31st  of  December  1967. 

Nuisances  occur  oa  some  of  these  caravaui  sites,  euid  a percentage  of 
the  complaints  received  arose  from  the  state  of  caravans  when  new  families 
of  holidayrmal'cers  moved  in*  Most  of  these  v/ere  due  to  the  letting  being 
arranged  by  the  caravan  owner  and  not  by  the  site  operator.  Many  caravan 
owners  live  miles  from  the  sites  and  cannot  visit  the  site  to  clean  a 
caravan  between  one  occupancy  and  the  next,  Otlier  nuisances  arose 
due  to  staff  shortages  during  periods  of  maximum  occupancy  of  sites.  During 
the  year  investigations  into  the  cause  of  some  outbreaks  of  sickness  and 
diarrhoea  were  carried  out,  and  in  one  instance  Salmonella  Stanley  was 
isolated  from  a Moore's  sviab  inserted  in  the  caravan  site  drainage  system.
